CRITICISM OF PUBLIC OFFICERS 


One of the trying things connected with public office is the 
criticism that must be endured. 
It reminds us of the old days 
when a city engineer applied for a job. 
He wanted a high salary 
for the times, $2,000 a year, and he divided it in this manner, 
for work done $1,500 and for criticism endured $500. 
That is criticism connected with a position paying a salary. 
Then comes the criticism, felt still more, attaching to a city posi­ 
tion carrying nominal pay or no pay whatever. 
It is virtually impossible to suit every one in a community. 
The first task-master one faces is not the people but the law. 
The 
law provides ways and methods in which things shall be done. 
A fter that is satisfied, come the demands of the people. 
The public, as a rule, is a forgetful body. We have had men 
in public service who have given time, money and services for the 
welfare of Brainerd and a few years after retiring, the mind of 
the public must be jogged to remember what sacrifices such public 
officials made. 
Criticism of public Officials in America is considered the right 
of every voter. 
But when criticism reaches the brand one un­ 
corks at a baseball game, the kind the umpire gets, it has little of 
constructive nature about it. 
There is the criticism that builds up and rears its head on a 
substantial foundation. There is also the criticism of the common 
kind which merely “kicks” and voices its ill nature, a sort of 
nagging kind of criticism. 
The average small town has such limitations that a roar 
emitted in one section is speedily reflected to every other point, 
just like tossing a pebble in the waters and having the ever widen­ 
ing wave gradually touch each shoreline. 
T hat’s why the criti­ 
cism of a small town overshadows th at of a large city, for every­ 
body knows everybody else in the small town.

uke at Record by f r e ig h t tra in 


A SPECIAL freight train on the Northern Pacific railway made 
a run of 1902 miles in 109 hours and 30 minutes. 
It was a special 
Northern Pacific test train pulled by one of the W-5 type engines. 
The engine was not uncoupled from the train during the entire 
trip. 
Among the company officials who made the trip were Silas 
dwight, general mechanical superintendent; B. P. Johnson, gen­ 
eral m aster mechanic; M. A. Daly, general fuel supervisor; Guy 
Egbers, master mechanic; Frank Regan, assistant fuel supervisor; 
Joe James, road foreman of Missoula, 70 years old, the trip m ark­ 
ing his last in the employ of the road. 
The engine is equipped with feed water, heater, also super 
heater and a booster, the latter increasing its pulling power and 
consisting of cylinders which are a part of the trailer and is cut 
in when starting the train, or on heavy grades. 
In order to fully test the engine the tonnage carried varied 
according to the topography of the road. 
The average tonnage' 
from Auburn to Ellensberg was 1600 tons; Ellensberg to Pasco 
3800 tons; Pasco to Yardly, 3000 tTms; Yardly to Missoula 3500 
tons; Missoula to Livingston 2900 tons; Livingston to Glendive 
3900 tons; Glendive to Dickinson 1700 tons; Dickinson to Mandan 
2000 tons; Mandan to Northtown 3800 tons. 
The heaviest pulling, no doubt, was encountered at the very 
start from Auburn to Ellensberg, and from Glendive to Dickinson. 
This is the kind of a test trip that establishes results. The engine 
responded well and seems to have given general satisfaction. 
Stops, of course, were made to change crews, but during the whole 
trip the engine was never uncoupled. 
This is the kind of an engine to hook on a silk train and will 
give the N orthern Pacific a chance to compete with the Great 
N orthern for that kind of fast freight business.

President Herriot of the chamber 
put on his hat as a signal^ that the 
session was suspended. 
Beret said that “ the United States 
and England are showing good will, 
but France’s creditors should accord 
us the safeguard clause which would 
bind France to pay only in propor­ 
tion as France’s debtors paid.” 
It was the safeguard clause which 
caused much trouble during Joseph 
Caillaux’s efforts to fund the debt in 
W ashington last September. 
The chamber soon reconvened and 
there arose an argum ent 
between 
Herriot and right leaders. 
Herriot 
charged the right with precipitating 
the earlier disorders by booing tho 
communists as 
they 
entered 
the 
chamber and told them he would not 
tolerate booing. 
The right protest­ 
ed. 
Beret resuming his remarks, said 
that “any delay In the solution of 
the financial crisis would result n 
incalculable consequences.” He said 
the Briand government would resign 
if the financial measures were

SEED CORN NEEDS 
GERMINATION TEST 


Seed corn in many sections was in 
bad 
shape 
last 
fall 
and 
there is 
greater need than usual to test all 
seed corn for germination. 
It will 
be necessary to replenish stocks to 
some extent over wide stretches of 
farm territory and in getting a new 
supply only tested seed should be 
bought. 
The warning to test seed 
corn has been issued in Illinois and 
other states of the Central West. 
The extremes of moisture after the 
corn reached a good maturity with 
the thawing and freezing after the 
grain was water-soaked is to blame 
for the trouble. Much matured corn 
spoiled because of the unusually wet 
fall after an early hard freeze. 
In 
early fall 
when 
the corn matured 
any ear wrell filled out and respond­ 
ing to the tests for a good seed ear 
would have made good aced if picked 
and put under shelter. 
But farm­ 
ers grew careless about picking seed 
corn. 
Then came the rains before 
the ears had time to dry out ann 
the damage was done. 
Germination tests, either conduc t­ 
ed at home or by a seed house or 
experiment station, are the only wa - 
to be on the safe Side. 
The candle 
glass or bobeche test, the old rag 
doll, or any similar device to see if 
the corn w ill grow, should be used. 
The quickest way is to split a kernel 
selected from the center of the cob 
lengthwise with a jackknife, reveal­ 
ing the germ. 
If the germ seems 
plump and solid it is probably sound. 
If it is dark, discolored or wet in 
appearance, the ear should be dis­ 
carded as seed corn. 
All seed corn sold by first-class 
seed houses is tested for germina­ 
tion before it is put on the market 
so that this supply can be depended 
upon to germinate freely. 
Tests of 
much of the home-saved seed of last 
fall will show that it will not grow 
at all, so it is now time to look 
around if tests of the home supply 
show* it is valueless, to locate a sup­ 
ply of corn of good viability. 
Seed 
corn w hich has been given a reliable 
test by responsible people is the only 
kind that should be purchased.

America 
pacifism is a method of imperialisti 
robbery— 
“ General Charles G. Dawes bought 
Germany for $200,000,000 and put 
his controller on tip 
German people 
-> 
“The United States is the judgt 
and master of Europe— ” 
Leon Trotsky, in a speech delly 
ered February 15. and received in 
New York today by mail, thus con 
jured up before the Russian masses 
a 
capitalistic-imperialistic 
bogey 
representing the Unled Plates and lit 
bade the Russians strike it down or 
perish. 
The above quotations 
from 
the 
Soviet leader's speech epitomizes th 
comunist appraisal of American al­ 
truism, 
individualism, 
statesm an­ 
ship and aims. 
Trotsky spoke to thousands in the 
Expermental Theatre of Moscow and 
the response was so great that the 
speech was repeated there and broad­ 
cast to millions who could not come 
to hear it. 
Trotsky pictured the United States 
as a land of tremendous power and 
potentialities. 
He warned his hear­ 
ers: 
“With all the realism that is the 
basis of our policy of education, we 
do not try to underestimate by one 
iota the power of American capital.” 
The speaker began by explaining 
that Soviet Russia stands at the left 
of labor thought and 
the 
United 
States at the right. 
The two ex 
tremes must clash and only one can 
Survive, he said. 
To 
defeat 
the 
United States is the inevitable con­ 
flict in communism, 
according 
to 
Trotsky, and must enlist the peoples 
of Europe to its theories. 
He sees 
an early opening for communism in 
France, where he believes the United 
States will compel deflation and thus 
create a great opposition commun­ 
ist party there. 
Labor in the United States, he ex­ 
plained, denies the necessity of in­ 
dependent class organization. There 
fore American labor goes 
in 
for 
labor banks 
and insurance 
com­ 
panies. 
These represent the basic 
economic forms of the 
new 
labor 
movement in the United States. 
The American Federation of Lab­ 
or, he said, had lost the greater part 
of its membership and now numbers 
only 2,800,000 workers, a “ neglig­ 
ible percentage,” representing 
the 
“ top layers of the working class.”

leans based his claims to the French 
throne on his descent from 
Louis 
Philippe, last king of Franco, whose 
reign ended in 1848. 
The duke was 
a great grandson of Louis Philippe. 
Only once during his life-time did 
he visit the country he sought 
to

thrown into prison under

service laws, but was soon 
escorted to the border and 
to return.
